2. i,abor and staff ; 


a. Before th© war the number of workmen was 1,200 to 1,500; 
during the war it was raised to 2,000. in 1948 the total of 
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labor and staff amounted' to 1,400 persons; 150 of them 
were officials and clerks. In addition there were 2CC 
apprentices who have their own vocational-training school; 
le^ssona are held in a building in the city {generally at 
BUlv. Carol) . 

b. The labor 1 > • 95 percent Rumanian;, including 2 percent 
women. Host of the working people are between the ages of 
25 and 4c » They mostly live In Turnu lever in, only a few of 
them in the nearby villages. 

e. Political purges, especially among the officials, took place 
in 1948/1947. 

d . The vjorkmen are frequently compelled to do unpaid overtime 
work under the designation of voluntary Lfjbor service, ant 
regularly on Saturday. 

3. soviet control; 

There is a permanent soviet control and quality inspection 
(acceptance) commission with headquarters outside the ship- 
yard in the office building of the 38T(Ko 1 on .nnex) . 

This is a one-story building, 2 qx 15 meters, with a mezzanine, 
.ill members of the ooviet comission wear civilian clothes. 

The commission has about five members. 

C . Lo cation, Traffic conditions 

4. Tho area of the yard is level and about 6 or 7 meters above 
the mean level of the Danube. The Shipyard area is shaped 
like an irregular trapeze, longitudinal sides SCO and 400 me- 
ters (the longer one is on the river side), the avestern side 
is 22c meters long, the eastern side 150 meters. The main 
entrance is on the eastern side. ‘The control check clocks for 
the workmen are also there, another entrance on the eastern 
side lead 3 only to the administration buildings. The premises 
of the yard are surrounded by a board fence on the three land- 
ward sides* In 2 meters high in the west and the east, and 
2,5 to 3 meters in the north. 

5. approach roads, railroad sidings: 

There are railroad sidings in the yard. The track comes from 
the railroad station of Tunnu severin which is about 1,200 
meters west of the shipyard. It enters the premises of the 
yard on the western side and crosses the whole area parallel 
with the Danube, almost to the eastern side. 

D. Buildings

(1) office building of the 3HT (Jovrom Transport) , outside 
the shipyard, headquarters of the yard*s soviet control com- 
mission. 
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(2) administration building, 40x15 meters, ground floor 
and second story, accomodates the offices of the general 
manager ana of the administration manager, the administra- 
tion offices and the accounting office. . porter* s lod'-e 
is on the ground floor. 

(3) Technical service. Ground floor and second story, 
size 153$8 meters with the office rooms of the managing 
engineer, drawing and calculating offices, etc., 

(4) Dwelling house of general manager, 20x12 meters. 

( 8) arbor, 4 meters in diameter, in the middle of the 
garden . 

(6) Park, about 6ox80 meters 

(7) Boiler house and bath, 80x50x10 meters 

(3) storehouse , for minor material and component part? tools 
etc. one-story, L-shaped , 60x25x15 meters. 

(9) workshop building, 100x10x20 meters, with smithy, lathes, 
mechanical workshop , several cranes on traveling bridges. The 
interior is divided into several compartments by sheet-iron 
partitions. 

(10) Carpentry, 40x15x7 meters, f'he interior has several 
shops, i.e. rough and precision working shops, master car- 
penter’s office etc. 

{11} -transformer cabin, 4x4x7 meters, where electric current 
is transformed to the voltage of the yard. 

(12) Cruno, running on rails, for currying material from the 
workshop to the slip. 

(13) glectricrl workshop, 4Gx£0 meters 

(15) Slip, "largb slip", for building motor vessels and stea- 
mers, 15Cx7o meters. 

(14) jlip, "small slip", for building Danube barges (tow 
barges) , lcCxGC meters, 30 meters to the east. 

(16) Canteen with kitchen, a cantonment building 35x15 meters. 

(17) Trigonometrical beacon of yard. 

(18) Docking crane, for partial lifting of ships, 35 meters 
high. The boom of the crane reaches to about £5 meters across 
the Danube. The foot of the crane rests on an QxQ-meter con- 
crete base. The crane can lift ships out of the water to a 
certain height so repair work can be done on the skin plating. 

(19) Foundry and forge, completed as late as 1948, with foundry 
for bronze castings etc., for making ship 5 s propellers, pistons, 
crank shafts etc., with one smokestack.

9. Production during the T ;/ari 

During the war, only warships, pt borts for employment on the 
Danu e and sea-going pt boats for the German Navy were built. 
\t that time German engineers also worked in the yard. Repair 
work was continually done. to warships and merchant vessels 
which had boen damaged directly or indirectly by enemy action. 
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After 1945 river ships for the soviet Union were built almost 
exclusively. Both specifications and other data for the 
ships are furnished by the >jQviets» The enginos arrive from 
the soviet union and are assembled in the yardl Repair work 
to Russian^and Rumanian vessels is also done. The major part 
of the deliveries is on armistice and peace treaty account i.e 
they are not paid for; part of the deliveries, however, is made 
unuer the commercial treaty.
